The day of the "blind leading 

the blind" In the matter of pUpl 
training passed Into the discard 
when the late war ended. From 
here on out emphasis should be 
put on a better system of quali­ 
fying: Instructors tor their risky 
Job by raising the standards 
for a certificated instructor's 
rating.

At the present time any me­ 
diocre pilot with a commercial 
rating can secure an Instruc­ 
tor's rating with little effort, re­ 
gardless of the poor quality of 
the applicant's own flying effi­ 
ciency or limited education.

Singe flight Instruction Is a 
dangerous and exacting task 
which few pilots are qualified 
to do, and, human lives are al­ 
ways at stake, the qualifications 
for an instructor should be 
raised to include superior pilot 
efficiency on the part of the 
applicant spiced with a working 
knowledge of 'adult psychology, 
character reading, the art of 
teaching and various types of 
"Flying Faces." 

. If such a system were adopted 
flight training would become 
highly specialized endeavor. 
Standardized procedure resulting 
therefrom would enhance the 
quality of both Instructor and 
student and reduce greatly the 
possibility, of common student 
errors due to poor Instruction

Revoking every instructor's 
rating until the holder's past 
record assures the Government 
that he Is a good and reliable 
instructor would be drastic but 
a step in the right direction. 
Future applicants would be re­ 
quired to pass a "specialized 
course of instructions for in­ 
structors" before being certifl
